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Advisory Action 

1. The Response filed on January 30, 2004 under 37 CFR 1.1 13 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the reasons of record as set forth in Paragraph No. 4 of the Office Action mailed 
on June, 2003. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed January 30, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the layered rubber compounds of EP 0795397 are not substantially 
identical in structure or composition to claimed ones because EP 0795397 fails to disclose ultra 
fast cure package of Table 1. EP 0795397 discloses only conventional cure packages and 
compounds similar to conventional compounds A and B represented in Table 1, 90 % of which 
does not cure in less than 30 minutes at 120°C. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. 

According to specification compounds A of Table 1 (90 % of which does not cure in less 
than 30 minutes at 120°C) contains only curatives known not to induce cure in the absence of 
any cross-linking agents, such as sulfur, the compound B (90 % of which does not cure in less 
than 30 minutes at 120°C) contains only sulfur which will not cross-link to any great extent 
without the presence of the other curatives (See page 7, lines 10-14). In contrast to the 
compounds A and B, a compound of EP 0795397 co-acting curatives are placed in adjacent 
parallel layers (See page 3, lines 4-12). Therefore, the compound of EP 0795397 is substantially 
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identical not to conventional compounds A and B of Table 1, but to ultra fast cure package of 
Table 1, 90 % of which cures in less than 30 minutes at 120°C.
